by this Act, a report setting forth the reimbursable operating ex-

This account was created in Public Law 105-277, the Omni-
bus Consolidated and Emergency Supplemental Appropria-
tions Act, 1999, to address requirements associated with Year
2000 (Y2K) computer conversion. A total of $2,250 million
in contingent emergency funding was provided, to be trans-
ferred to non-defense agencies as unforseen requirements are
identified. Defense-related funding was provided in the De-
partment of Defense, Information Technology Systems and
Security Transfer Account.

A total of $292.906 million remains in the contingent emer-
gency reserve for non-defense activities. A detailed account
of this funding was provided to Congress on January 11,
2001. Since the transmittal of that report, the Department
of the Treasury has returned an additional $2.7 million and
the Department of Commerce has returned an additional $0.6
million.
